This imputation, it seems, was cast on him b) 
there having been one of his simamey though not 
any way related to him, a dissentiaflr teacher, whc 
died not long ago * x so far distant from the accu-< 
sation were the principles of this excellent man.

Formyownpart,lfranklyownmyerrourin having 
heretofore mifcalied a few irregular flanzas a Pin- 
darickOde ; and pofTibly if others who have been un- 
der the fame mi {lake would ingenuouily coufcfs the 
truth, they might own that, never having confultcil 
Pindar himfelf, they took all his irregularity upon 
truft ; and finding their account in the greateafe witli 
which they could produce odes without being obliged 
either to meafure or defign, remained fatisfied, and 
it may be were not altogether unwilling to neglect 
being undeceived. 

Though there be little (if any thing) left of Or- 
pheus but bis name, yet if Paufanias • was wcll in- 
formed, we may be affured that brevity was a bcanty 
which he mod indudrioufly laboured to prcferve ia 
his Hymns ; not withftanding, as the fame author re - 
ports, that they were but few in number.
